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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment has overcome the previous rejections under 35 USC 
112, 102 and 103. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-9, and 22-30 are finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hirokawa et al, 6,220,945. '945 discloses the claimed invention, please 
refer to figures 1 and 4a-c and their descriptions. Note further that the CPU is 
"arranged" to determine the forces, the forces being determined based upon a position 
associated with the polishing pad, the first polishing pressure, an air pressure load on 
the polishing pad, and a distance between a center of the polishing pad and a center of 
gravity associated with the chemical mechanical planarization apparatus. Here, the air 
pressure is the ambient air pressure surrounding the pad. Note that '945 discloses that 
there may be one, or more than three actuators, and that the actuators are arranged so 
that the actuator closest to where the pad is off the wafer is arranged to apply a second 
force to the polishing pad. Note the product is a wafer. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 22-30 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. It is the examiner's 
position that '945 anticipates the invention now claimed. Please refer to the above 
rejections.
